STATUS OF SHAEFFER'S CASE.

Grand Todge Disposes of the Shortage of
the Ex-Keeper of Records and Beal,

HE IS EXPECTED TO MAKE RESTITUTION

Full Amonnt of the Defatention Flyed
nnd Charges Sustanined by  the
Committec—MNesolution Adopted
Endorsing the Committce,

GRAND ISLAND, Ot 12.—i8peelal.)—
There has been muach contention In the ranks
of the grand lodge Knights of Pythias over
the shortige of H. M. Shueffer, ex-keepor of
records and seals. A short réview of the
whole affuir will clear the public mind.

On May 13, 1806, W. F. Bechtel at Omaha
filed charges with Grand Chancellor Shuman
agninst Harry M. Shaeffer, grand keeper of
records gnd seals, which represent that
“Harey M. Shaefter, as stch grand ofMeer,
recelyved and ecollected money for supplies
sold to subordinate ledges, which he falled
and neglected Lo accoart for the mald
grand lodge, and wrongfully and fraudulently
appropriated the same to his own use, In
vialntion of section 23 of the constitution of
the grand lodge, Knights of Pythlas of Ne-
braska,'" -

There are various specifieations, all of which
are In the same trend as the above, Grand
Chaneellor Shwmnan  hereupon appointed a

Gimittee tonslsting of W, W, Ydung of Stan-
ton, Neb,, Henry Fox, jr., of Nelson and George
Lee of Exeter to investigate the charges.
This commititer appointed an expert agree-
ble to both parties to make an examination

of Shaeffer's records. After hearing the
evidence of the expert and of other®, the
committe ae stated in Its report to the
grand chancellor, made the following find-
lng

“AWe find that these defelencies hove ex-
tended from October, 1880, down to Octoher
1, 18684, and in cach and every Intervening
year, amounting in the aggregate to $2,5625,59,

“We therefore find Brother H. M. Shaefr
to. be gullty upon each and every une of the

counts In the oharges and specificationn
Mled agalnst him."
Hersupon  Grand Chaneellor Shuman  de-

posed Ehaeffer, The latter appealed from the
Mndings of the committes, clalming that it
had done him a gross injustice,
FINAL ACTION OF THE GRAND LODGE,
The matter was then taken up in the grand
lodge., Here all the evidenve was read and
thie lodge résolved [tself into a commities
off the whole to take final action In the mat-

tér. Such actlon was the upanimous adop-
tlon of the following resolutions Introduced
by Past Grand Chancellor W. 8.

ghe had a brother, who owned s lttle home

and tracks, She left her son with this
brother's wife while ghe eought and obtained
a position as hounckeeper, He was sont (o
school with his ¢ousius, and In a few monthe
had mastered the frst reader, Abont this
time chelera prevalled In Chlcago, and he,
together with his wnele's entice family, wis
prostrated with the disease, He olone sur
vived, and when ho recovered he went to 1ive
with n Norweglan family in the northwestern
pury of the elty, dolng all sorts of odds and
ehdy of housekold work, Including dishwasl-
ing, for hix board, Whlle living with thils
family one of the sons, who carrled news-
papers, fell 111 and bhe took lis route, and it
was in this way he earned his first money,
HIS EARLY BOYHOOD,

In 1850 he went with his mother to Wal-
worth county, Wiseonsin, and located on an
unproductive little #and farm between Pul-
myra and Coldwater. Crude, poor, and un
promising as was everything connected with
hig surroundings at this thme, it was here
that he recelved the Inspiration of his life.

During three monihs of each year Miss
Mary B. Dilon, a culilvated, refined and
highly educated Irish woman, taught the dis-
trict wehool, It was an  eccentrle fate that
brought tha little, poor, Ignorant Norweglan
boy nnd this woman, who had all her life had
access to the best the world afforde in the
wiay of educational advantages, together. She
wits the daughter of a wealthy Irlsh queens-
wiare manufacturer, who falled In the finnneial
criwis of 1847. The famlily came to Americn
and went out Into the wilds of Wisconsin to
make thelr living on a farm. They woull
have falled utterly but for the efforis of Miss
Dillon, who, withal, had great force of char-
acter and excoutive ability.  As all her pupils
were little Norweglan boys and glirls, many
of whom could not speask English, It was
necersary for her to learn Norweginn, but not
ane word of any other language than Engligh
would she permit spoken in the school room.
In speaking of her Senator Nelson sald:

“She was the most remarkable womin 1
ever knew. Flited as she was to fill any po-
gitlon, however exalted or exacting, she yet
devoted herselfl with the utmost singleness of

weglan children who gathered In that old log
schoolhour?. Bhe made our ink and quill
pens and taught us the nmenities of IWe and
a4 thousand other thing: which were not in
the hooks.

“Outside of the schoolroom T was anylhing
but a model. I was born a turbulent fellow
and was always ready to fight at the drop of
the hat. Mary Dillon was often obliged to
whip me three times a day, but that 4.4 not
alter my liking for her, for she was alwnys
Just and generous. 1 was, notwithstanding
the acerbity of my temper, her favorite pupll,
for I was orderly and Industrious in the schod)
room and never falled to have my logsone, So
it transpired that when the short gchool term
cloged It was arranged that 1 slould go every
Baturduy to Mier Dillon's home and recite
certiin lersons. These were among the hap-
plest days of my life, She was a woman of
taste and an admirable cook and there were
flowers and such o dinner ng 1 never dreamed
of untll 1 went there, Then, when the lessons
were over, she uded to tell me &torles made
up of the leading historicul events of the
world. In this way at the end of two years |
had quite a knowledge of history, wos reading
in the firth reader, was well advanced In
other studieg and had aecquired a tuste for
learning and was determined to goin an edu
cation."

Ag long as she lived Senator 1illon eorre-
sponded with Mary Dillon, and when he was
elected to congress she was [or some time
his guest, She predicted when he was a
boy that he would not only be a congress-
man, but & senator, and it wae with feeling
that Senator Nelson sgald that, although she
was an aged woman when sghe died, and he
had reason to be grateful that she lived to
see part of her prediction fulfilled, it still
would have glven him the keenest satisfac-
tion If she could have lved until her proph-
ecy wias wholly wverified.  After her death
Migs Dillon's Lrother sent Senator Nelson o
big parcel, which, when opened, proved to be
newspaper cllpplngs coneerning him which
ghe had been years collecting.

TRAINING A8 A YOUNG MAN,

When he was 16 he heard that at Alblon
seminary, which was conducted by Seventh
Day Baptists, a boy could get an education
without money. He at once set out on a
tramp of sixteen miley to gee about it. Prof.
A, H. Cornwall, who was assistant principal

Benator Nelson's first nomination, which,

as often happens, was equivalent to an elec-
tlon, was pecullar, He knew nothing ol
polities, and when the eecratary of state,
who was a warm personal friend, proposed
that he should try for the nomination as
un assemblyman he told him bhe did ne!
know how to go about It. The secretary
assured him by promising that If he would
get the delegates of his own town of Deer-
field he would do the reat, Thies he under-
took to do, and accomplished, There were
forty-five voter in all, and on the third bal-
lot he recelved nineteen and his opponent
twenty-two, while the rest were scattering.
He made up his mind he would cover his
defeat by absence, but, as It was with Fred-
erick the Grea!, he was recalled just as he
was getting away to find his forces victorious.
While he wae a member of the Wisconsin
assembly, to which he was roturned o sscond
term, he masisted In electing Matt Carpen-
ter to the United Blates senate,

The recelpt
of the cipler cable and the dispatel of the
Petrel tends to confirm the unoffeinl reports
of riot. During the last disturbance at Seoul,
Unlted States marines were landed, ag a
means of preserving peace and protecting
American Interests, which, however, are not
extensive beyond the United States legation,
presided over by Minister 801, and the Unlted
States consulute. The State department has
not heard from It representatives st Seoul,

Later—Admiral Carpenter's clpher cable
gald that uffeirs In Seoul are in a very dls-
turbed state and that officers of what Is
known ae the “king's party" have taken
refuge in the Unlted States logation building.
It 1 supposed, Admiral Carpenter snys, that
the queen of Corea has been assassinated.
At the urgent demand of the United Stales
charge d'affaires at Seoul, Admiral Carpen-
ter wnys, the marine guard of the crulser
Yorktown in the harbor of Chemulpo was
sent to Beoul for the protection of the lega-
tion and American Interests in general.

The admiral also says that as a further
protection he ordered the gunbout Pelrel to
provesd from Chelfoo to Chemulpo without
deluy, and that ehe starled this morning.
The orders to the Petrel require her to cross
the Yellow sea and It I8 thought she will
cover the distance in three days at the most.
